The President is confident that 
nothing umpatriptic will be done, but 
if the necessity arises he is prepared 
to take the required steps to prevent 
a tie-up of transportation. 

In announcing today the coming 
conference with the unlom chiefs, 
Judge William L. Chambers, chair- 
man of the board of mediation and 
conciliation, made public a letter 
from the President, which said: 

“It is inconceivable to me that pa- 
triotic men should now for a mo- 
ment contemplate the interruption 
of the transportation which is so 
absolutely necessary to the safety of 
the nation. The last thing which I 
would wish to contemplate would 
be the possibility of being obliged 
to take any unusval measures to op- 
erate the rallways, and I have so 
much confidence that the men you 
are dealing with will appreciate the 
patriotic motives underlying your 
efforts that I shall look forward 
with assurance to the future.”

TALIANS 
WITHDRAW. 


Northern Army is 
Falling Back. 


Battle Continues with the Ger- 
mans Who Crossed the 
Zenson River. 
Capture of Primolano and 
Feltre Officially Reported 
by Berlin. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A F.) 
OME, Nov. 14.—A withdrawal 
of the forces in the north, in 
the region east of the Asiago, 
was announced by the War Office. 
On the Lower Piave River the at- 
tack continues on the Germans who 
yesterday effected a crossing near 
Zenson. The statement says the 
enemy has not yet been dislodged 
completely. 

An attempt of the enemy to cross 
the Piave, between Quero and Fe- 
nere, Was suppressed. The enemy 
suffered severely... Small detach- 
ments of the enemy have succeeded 
in crossing the Plave, near the coast. 
The statement says that at Griso- 
lera, four miles from the mouth of 
the river, groups of the enemy fi- 
tered through inte the marshy re- 
gion, between the Piave and the Vec- 
chia, where they are being held. 
Very severe artillery fighting con- 
tinues along the river. After the 
Italians’ withdrawal to a new line 
of resistance east of Asiago, the Aus 
trians occupied the Tesse-Lamon- 
Fontaso-Arten-Feitre front, between 
the Brenta and the Piave. 

A violent attack by the Austrians 
on the Trentino front, west of Lake 
Garda, was defeated. The announce- 
ment follows: 

“After intense artillery action at 
dawn yesterday, the enemy attempt- 
ed a surprise attack against our po- 
sitions from Lake Ledro to Lake 
Garda. The attack falled complete- 
ly and the enemy was compelled to 
retire. 

“On Monday night our troops on 
the Asiago Plateau, which Were were 
occupying advanced positions on 
Monte Longara after having re- 
pulsed the fourth and most power- 
ful attack, were withdrawn to a line 
of resistance further to the rear. 

“During the afternoon, the enemy 
Started an advance toward Monte 
Sisemol. He was repulsed. In the 
region from Asiago to the Sugana 
Valley, our advanced posts con- 
tinved lively engagements with en- 
emy forces proceeding from the 
Marcesina-Monte Della Focellona- 
Monte Lisser front; between the 
Brenta and the Piave rivers. The 
enemy occupied the front of Tee- 
Lamon-Fonzaso-Arten-Feltre. Our 
troops effectively defended them- 
sclves at Teint and at the outer forts 
of the Cima di Campo and the Cima 
di Lano. 

“Along the Piave, violent artillery 
activity developed. Enemy at- 
tempts to cross the river, between 
Quero and Fenere, at St. Dona di 
Piave and at Intestadure, were sup- 
pressed and the enemy suffered seri- 
ous losses. Desperate fighting took 
place at Di Papadoli and at Zenson, 
where our counter-offensive con- 
tinves, but it has not yet succeeded 
in filtering through into the marshy 
region, between the Piave and the 
Becchia, where, however, they are 
held. 

“During the day we captured 121 
prisoners and some machine guns. | 
Our aviators effiectively renewed 
their bombarding actions.” 

THE GERMAN ADVANCE. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. FP.) 

BERLIN, Nov. 14 (via London.)— 
The capture by Austro-German 
forces of the towns of Primolano, 
in the Sugana Valley, and Feltre, 
west of the Upper Piave River, is 
announced today by army headquar- 


ters. 

Only artillery fighting is reported 
along the Piave River. The com- 
munication follows: 

“In the Sette Comuni our troops 
took by storm Italian hill positions 
deeply covered with snow, to the 
east of Asiago, and the fortified 
work on Monte Lisser. Primolano 
and Feltre are in our possession. 

“There has been artillery fring 
along the Lower Piave.” 

SEVERE FIGHTING. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABIZ AND A. P.] 

ITALIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTHERN ITALY, Nov. 14. — 
There was severe fighting when the 
enemy crossed the Piave on pon- 
toons, near Zenson, with a number 
of machine guns. The Italians 
rushed him to a cluster of houses 
near the west bank of the river, 
where he was being held at last ac- 
counts. 

“EXTREMELY CRITICAL.” 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND e. 

LONDON, Nov. 14.——-Maj.-Gen. F. 
BR. Maurice, chief director of mill- 
tary operations at the War Office, 
said today it would be several days 
before the Anglo-French forces 
could operate on the Italian front. 

“The Italian situation,” said Gen. 
Maurice, “is extremely critical and 
will remain so for the next few 
days. If the Italians fall to hold 
the Plave line it is almost certain 
Venice will fall. Holding the Piave 
depends on the Italians themselves. 
as not for some days yet can Fran- 
co-British troops be in the fighting 
line.” 

Gen. Maurice did not attach vital 
importance to the fact that the Ger- 
mans have already succeedéd in 
crossing the Piave River at one 
point, as he said only a small force 
had and the Italians should 
be able to deal with them adequate- 
ly 


“There ts much reason for 
optimism about the Italian situa- 
tion on the Piave. They have been 
established there now for several 
days and have had time to rest and 
improve their positions. Mean- 
while the German lines of com- 
munication are getting longer and 
more difficult. Bridges must be 
repaired and the German rail 
heads are a long way back, so it 
takes much time to get up guns, 
ammunition and supplies.

Never before were there so many regula 
tions concerning the production, distribution 
and consumption of necessities; but it is 
becoming painfully apparent that legislation 
and regulation are powerless to fil empty 
stomachs. Enthusiastic bureaucrats have 
been carried away with the idea that legis- 
lation is everything. They imagine that the 
government can control supply and demand 
by decree, and that the one thing necessary 
to reduce the cost of necessities is for the 
government to fix a maximum price which 
may be charged the consumer. In Los An- 
geles county the master bakers were ar 
rested and fined. The baking industry was 
turned topeyturvy and production was 
halted: but it is has not even been alleged 
that the price of bread Was lowered one 
penny by the prosecution. The latter part 
of September brought in the supply of new 
wheat, and the price of bread fell some 
what; but the prosecution had nothing to 
do with it: clamor had nothing to do with 
it. Old Colonel Supply-and-Demaand did it. 


Other regulators are concerned over the 
rise in the price of eggs. Complaint has 
been made to the grand jury and an investi- 
gation is now in progress. It is even sug- 
gested that there may be other indictments 
for violation of the Cartwright anti-trust 
law. California is the only State in which 
it is a crime for those engaged in any line 
of production to meet and discuss a uniform 
price for their products. The production of 
eggs bas fallen off and increased prices 
were bound to follow. The cost of chicken 
feed has advanced to the point where many 
poultry raisers declare they cannot pay it, 
even though they get fancy prices for eggs, 
and they are killing their hens. Unless some- 
thing fs done to provide more poultry f 
the price of exgs ts bound to become p 
hibitive—A CONDITION WHICH ALL THE 
LEGISLATION AND ALL THE REGULA- 
TION ADOPTED SINCE ADAM CANNOT 
REMEDY. von cannot compel any man by 
law to keep chickens and sell eggs at a loss. 

Beet growers, wheat farmefs and cotton 
planters are appealing to whoever will 
listen for more farm hands. During the 
last six months 20,000 active young men en- 
listed from California, at least 10,000 labor- 
ers of European birth returned to their 
homes by reason of the war and -30,000 
Mexicans along the southern border left the 
country because the report was circulated 
surreptitiously among them that the Mexi- 
cans would be conscripted for military serv- 
ice. The actual result is that nearly 50,000 
workers have been withdrawn from the 
productive units in California during the 
last six months and none have come to take 
their places. Protests are being made to 
the Federal government by the State Labor 
Commission and the State Immigration and 
Housing Commission against importing 
other Mexicans or permitting those who left 
to return. Without going into the question 
of the motives of the regulatory commis 
sions. their attitude is as inimical to in- 
creased or sustained production as the head 


ot the House of Hohenzollern himself could 


wish, 

During the last twelve months California 
did much to increase the production of food- 
stuf_fs, despite serious handicaps of bad 
legislation and chaos in place of organiza- 
tien. There Was an increased yield of 
1,000,000 bushels of wheat, 2,000,000 bushels 
of barley, 2,000,000 bushels of rice, more 
than 3.00% 0% bushels of potatoes and 
5,000,000 bushelg’of beans. It is too soon to 
secure reliable estimates on the increase in 
the cotton crop. the barvest is now under 
way. But if the State regulatory commis 
sions will simply keep hands off the in- 
creased cotton yield will be the most 
ifying of all. These records represent the 
year just,ended. But what of the new 
year? Hundreds of patriotic farmers in 
California lost their all in a single season 
because they planted more than they could 
harvest. They trusted to the government 
to provide the additional labor necessary; 
but none of the legislation passed, either at 
Washington or Sacramento, sent into the 
fields a single extra unit of productive 
force. It ts but natural that others who 
narrowly escaped @isaster last year are ask

ing what assurance they will have that 
workers will not be Still fewer in number 
next summer. A farmer who stakes his all 
On a crop bas a right to demand that he 
shall be aided and not harassed; he has a 
right to demand guarantees that some mis- 
guided State Commission will not be per- 
mitted to railroad all the workers out of the 
country at the time when the need for them 


is greatest. 

It is depressing to discover how many 
persons there are who know so little of 
trade and industry that they have aot 
learned that THE WAY TO REDUCE THE 
MARKET PRICE OF ANY PRODUCT I8 
TO INCREASE THE SUPPLY. As the sup 
ply diminishes prices rise; if there is a sur- 
plus after demands are satisfied prices are 
certain to fall. Europe can be one vast 
flame of battle without increasing the cost 
of water, because the supply is practically 
inexhaustible; but when 10,000,000 acres of 
wheat land are laid waste the cost of bread 
will soar until an additional 10,000,000 acres 
elsewhere are devoted to raising wheat. If 
the ante-war acreage is increased the price 
will dreak below the level of the period 
prior to the war. New producers must be 
found to take the place of those called by 
the war and present producers must be en- 
couraged to increase their output This 
rule applies equally to the man with ten 
acres and to him with 10,000, to the manu 
facturer whose daily output is less than a 
hundred dollars and to the magnate whose 
factories manufacture daily products valued 
at $500,000. 

Prosperity in time of war is to be found 
only in production. We must be an organ 
ized producing people if we are to render 
to democracy the service of which we are 
capable. Let each one extend himself to 
the utmost to produce something, however 
insignificant it may appear, but something 
which will add to the supply of Ute's neces- 
sities. Leave to the drones the academic 
discussions of the war and after; let critics 
carp and pessimists moan. 

Pnough energy is wasted dally in chasing 
after some mythical] food privateer to cul 
tivate an extra million acres of wheat in 
California, There are occasiona) food boss: 
but they are to be found among the middie 
men, not among the producers. Prices of 
many articles are outrageously high; but 
the outrage consists in limiting through 
legislation and regulation the supply of the 
labor by which they are produced. very 
idle acre that is rendered productive tends 
to limit the price of some necessity. Every 
mill and factory that is opened helps to re- 
duce the cost of living. Prices are soaring 
because millions of productive areas were 
laid waste by the war and tens of millions 
of men have ceased to produce and become 
destructive forces instead. 

There is but one remedy: Produce! Pro- 
@uce! Still produce! Don't worry about 
what the other fellows are making: don't 
penalize the producer; don't tell the other 
fellow how to do it; but get in and produce 
something yourself. if we want cheaper 


Celene! Supply-and-Demand will do the rest!
